TRIAL BY JURY 

Jury trial, which we take so 
much for granted, has had its 
own trials. And imperfect as some 
think our jury system is, we have 
come a long way toward making 
it serve the ends of justice. 

For centuries, the English used 
the jury system, Sometimes for 
injustice. For impartiality and 
“due process” were late comers. 
Sometimes the jurors in the early 
days were the very people who 
had accused the defendant. In all 
cases, they were chosen because 
they knew the people and the 
facts before the trial. 

Often a zealous sheriff would 
hand-pick and order the jurors to 
find the accused guilty. He chose 
them until 1861. 

In William Penn's time, the 
court fined and jailed English 
jurors for letting anyone off 
whom the King (or his top offi- 
cials) wanted convicted. 


The year of Magna Carta, 1215, | 
marks the real start of juries in 


/ English criminal trials for the trial. 


church had refused tg help any 
more in trials by ordeal, Without 
church aid, these horrors had no 
claim of divine sanction, 

In the water ordeal, for ex- 
ample, the court officials tied 
each hand to the opposite foot 
and tossed the accused into a pond 
to find out divine will: “If he did 
not sink far enough, the court 
found him guilty. If he sank, the 
court banished him.” 

He couldn't win, and he would 
have welcomed a jury. 

In England in 1659 and Massa- 
chusetts in 1692 men were press- 
ed to death. England did not offi- 
cially abolish pressing until 1772. 
So if you disliked jury trial, you 
could choose to be pressed under 
iron weights. 

In 1663 one court ordered one 
poor man’s thumbs tied together 
“so that the pain and a parson 
might make him think better of 
his danger, and demand a jury
